political campaign in thi* Stato ju 
<lesir,»blo or not. it is more than 
probable that wo shall noun bo in tho 
midst of the liveliest one ever known 
in the State. The members of the 
Republican State Central Committee 
will probably call a State Convention 
of their party at Carson, Yirginia, 
Winnemucca or Elko,sometime in the 
latter part of May, for the purpose 
of selecting delegates to tho National 
Convention, nominating candidate* 
for Supreme Judge and Congress, and 
naming the Presidential 
Electors 


and Alternates. The apportionment 
of delegates will bo upon the basis of 
the united Republican and Indopeu 
dent vote of tho State, and the test 
will be simply ''opposition to th" 
restoration to power of the Demo- 
cratic party." As a member of that 
Committee we are iu favor of such 
action. In this and other neighbur- 
hoods there is nearly a unanimous

that 
this 
convention 


should b« called, to the end that all 
may have an opportunity of express 
ing their preference for National del- 
egates, and for the further reason 
that it will obviate the necessity of a 
second convention, in effect killing 
two birds with one stone. And for 
the further and still better reason 
that every Republican voter in the 
State is as much entitled to a voice in 
the selection of these delegates as 
any member of the State Central 
Committee—no matter whether ho 
swings a pick on the lowest levels ol 
our mines or plows up tha sod in our 
remotest valleys. But if the action 
of the Committee shall be as wo have 
indicated no cause for complaint can 
possibly exist. The only objection 
to such a procedure will be that the 
political campaign will be too long. 
We do not consider the objection a 
good one. 
The people will have a 


chance to become better acquainted 
with the candidates, and if they are 
the right kind of men, it will be of 
mutual advantage to both voters and 
candidates.
